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American Cities Going 1 er Into Debt While ee OUTLOOK GOOD, 5 Says H * 
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Municipalities of U. S. Steadily 
Issuing Bonds for Non-Rev- 
enue-Earning Purposes— 
Those Abroad Are Taking 
Over Profit-Earning Serv- 
ices. Such as Light Plants 
and Street Railways.

CRUTINY of data obtained from 17 American 
8 cities during the past 60 days, for this 
article, reveals these interesting facts: 


The larger American cities are steadily in- 
creasing their bonded (interest-bearing) debt. 
£.—They are not using the borrowed money (or 
considered as a whole are using only a minor 
part of it) to buy or build properties which 
will earn revenue to pay the debt. 

&—They are still relying on direct taxation 
chiefly for revenue with which to pay interest 
and principal of this steadily increasing debt. 

4.—They all own property worth more, if it were 
put on the market, than they owe, but un- 
luckily little or none of this property earns 
anything, and most of it has to be maintained 
and operated by direct taxation. . Moreover, 
most of this property could not be sold in 
any less event tha a court’s declaring‘ the 
city government bankrupt and winding up its 
business for the benefit of its creditors. So 
that the real security for the debt is not the 
city’s non-productive property, but its power 
to assess (tax) fts citizen-stockholders. 

. —Taxpayers begin to act as * they were wor- 
ried about this way of conducting city business. 


This worry expresses itself in a widespread 
undertaking of the task of remodeling city char- 
ters and city governments. During the past 13 
years more than 350 American cities, including 
some of the larger ones, have adopted new char- 
ters, incorporating radical changes in the organi- 
gation of city business methods. 

The evident intent of the makers of these new 
charters, and of the popular majorities which 
adopted them, is to put eiu government on 1 
sounder basis as a going business establishment 
y @raft and waste, to make city officials 
to do good work and less free to do 
bad work, to check the upward: march of the 
to find new 
sources of city revenue—just what each worried 

would try to do in his private business 
if he found its fixed charges increasing faster 
than its income. He begins to realize that his 
citizen-stockholder’s share in the city’s business 
house cannot any longer safely be intrusted to 
the management of the professional politicians, 


but must be given some part of his own expert 


~ 


attention. 


No private business could succeed if it produced 
only those goods which it must sell at a loss or 
give away for nothing. If its managers adopted 
this policy, when they could readily have taken 
on other lines which would yield profits, they 
would be regarded either as philanthropists or as 
lunatics. 

It is precisely this policy which American cities 
with few exceptions, and these only in a slight 
degree, have pursued down to the present day. 

That is to say, our cities have all dealt in 
the eight nonpaying services—schools, parks and 
playgrounds, fire, police, streets, sewers, hospitals 
and jai d have failed or refused or been de- 
nied ission by state legrscatures to deal in 
the five profit-earning services—gas, electricity, 
water, street railways and telephones. A majority 
of them have acquired their waterworks; few 


bave gone beyond that.

Thereafter, wholly debt free, these for- 
tunate cities can either cut their charges for the 
paying services to exact cost or can hold the 
charges where they are—averaging about 50 per 
cent of American city charges for the same serv- 
ices (privately owned over here) and remit all 
q@unicipal taxes. 
That must sound, 
fairy tale. Something too good to be true. 
at all. A few of the smaller German cities have 
already worked their way out of the debt hole in 
just this way. Two of them get so much revenue 
from municipal investments in profit-producing 
properties that they not only levy no taxes, but 
pay each householder a yearly dividend. It may 
be. that increasing demands of an increasingly 
complex civilization will make it necessary for the

Good Service, Low Rents, 
Low Prices, for People. 


IGHT now the larger European cities are 
borrowing money freely, like other ambi- 
tious business houses, but like those houses, 

and unlike most American cities, they are invest- 
ing the borrowed capital, nearly every dollar of it, 
in profit-producing properties, taking over these 
properties—gas and electric lighting plants and 
street railways—from private owners. Most of 
them are going into land investments on a large 
scale. Not only the kind of nonrevenue-produc- 
ing land investments American cities make 80 
generously (and wisely), such as parks and play- 
grounds; they make investments of this kind, 
but they also invest in lands for profit, just as 
any private citizen might do. They buy harbor 
sites and suburban tracts, improve them and 
lease the ground or rent the buildings to private 
business companies or to homeseekers. Except 
2 the case of the gas, electricity, water and

street car services (telephones are a national serv* 

ice over there), these enterprising cities do not 

try to monopolize any line of business. They 
| merely assert their right and duty, acting for the 
lurge majority of ‘the people who lack means and 
skill to compete personally with the nich and the 
shrewd, to compete with these favored owes for 
the general welfare. The majority get the bene- 
fit of this competition, in good service, low rents 
and low prices. 

Berlin, Hamburg, Dusseldorf, Munich and Glas- 
gow are typical. Berlin’s bonded debt is $114,- 
617,549, most of it represented by profit-earning 
property. Berlin’s revenue from city properties 
last year—gas works, waterworks, canalization 
and farms, cattle market, abattoirs, meat inspec- 
tion, market halls, street railroad, public ware- 
houses and harbors—was, in round numbers, $39,- 
000,000; its outlay on them, for construction, op- 
eration, maintenance and amortization of debt, 
$36,000,000, leaving a net gain of $3,000,000. 

Dusseldorf’s debt is $42,000,000, cared for like 
Berlin’s. Munich owes $66,400,000, and is paying 
1 off out of the surplus earning of street rail- 
ways, électrical works, gas works, waterworks, 
vineyards and wine vaults and other profit-earn- 
ing services. 

Hambure’s $179,000,000 debt 18 represented 
mainly by a vast and profitable harbor property, 
which the city is acquiring debt free out of its 
surplus earnings. :

$122,980,225. Its net debt is $40,755,840. Its profit- 
earning properties—street railways, gas, elec- 
tricity and waterworks, markets and farms-—are 
worth far more than its net debt.

U. S. Cities Have Little 


Revenue-Producing Property. 
O-OPERATING with the Post-Dispatch’s 
C staff and special correspondents in 20 
American cities, I tried to learn (a) what 
portion of the bonded debt had been invested in 
permanent improvements; (b) how much of it 
had been invested in properties calculated to earn 
a profit sufficient to repay the debt incurred to 
buy or build them. It appears the reedrds of 
many American cities are vague on these points. 
The substance of the replies is that 4 very large 
majority of the borrowed millions have been 


put into permament property, but not revenue- 


earning property. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that most of our cities have invested 
millions of bond money in improvements, such 
as paving, buildings, etc., unlikely to last until 
the bonds come due. 

Kansas City and Chicago have conspicuously 
avoided bonding themselves for street improve- 
ments by preferring to assess the cost against 
abutting or near-by property, collecting, that is, 
from the owners of such property to defray the 


erty’s increased value due to the improvement. 

The story of New York’s bonded debt is natur- 
ally the most interesting, not to say appalling. 
What it represents in the way of graft, waste and 
stupidity has become a world-wide scandal. New 
York’s city officials, answering questions put to 
them, explain that the city owns properties—Cen- 
tral and Bronx parks, for example—worth much 
more than the net debt of $945,698,986. Proper- 
ties bought with New York’s bond issues are re-

This leaves a balance of $167,502,653.33 of bond- 
ed debt with no permanent improvements to show 
for it. Take at least 20 per cent of the $778,196,- 
333.60 recorded as having been invested in per- 
manent improvements, for politicians’, contract- 
ers’, land agents’ and other graft, and add it to 
the $167,502,653.33, and you have a fair estimate 
of the portion of New York’s net bonded debt of 
nearly $946,000,000 which represents waste, graft 
and temporary betterments—or about one-third of 
the whole vast sum, which is nearly as large at 
the net bonded debt of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

This is one of the items which political instead 
of competent business management of our cities 
has cost the worried taxpayer. No wonder he 18 
worried!

EW YORK’S parks, to buy which bonds 
amounting to $64,178,887.68 were issued, 
are officially reported to be worth today, 
at the valuation of adjacent property, over 8300, 
000,000, and would possibly bring that much if 
knocked down at a receiver’s sale.

elected the first president. 


President Wheeler was born in Brooklyn 48 
years ago and would pass for 40. A strikingly 
handsome man, of frank and engaging manner, 
his readiness to discuss every matter which I 
brought forward and to answer in great detail 
every question prompted by his statements 
allows me to assume that he recognizes pub- 
licity to be a protection and not a danger 
to honest undertakings. He has been for three 
years the head of the Union Trust Co. of Chieago, 
one of the strongest financial inatitutions in 
America. 

“I make no plea,” said President Wheeler, en- 

larging on the idea which I have already quoted, 
“for that kind of optimism which has its founda- 
tions in a blindness to difficulties which must be 
overcome, in a refusal to recognize and to face the 
serious problems which are but one expression of 
our rapid and unaparalleled growth, in a sense of 
self-sufficiency which directs the public gaze 
backward with feelings of pride rather than for- 
ward in a spirit of emulation.

In too many cases the 
used their control of a whole industry to crus 
labor unions and reduee the American standard 
of living. They too often cut quality of the 
product to swell dividends on water. They over- 
charged their American customers, while selling 
Uke articles in foreign lands, in competition with 
foreign makers, at prices far below those exacted 
here at home.

If it were possible for New York 
to take over from their private owners 
at fair cost price, the street railways 
(surface, underground and elevated), the 
gas and electricity plants and the tele- 
phones, and to have them honestly and 
intelligently managed, the first city in 
America would be well started on the 
road to the extinction of its paralyzing 
public debt; could cut charges for its 
paying services gradually to half their 
present cost, and would in due time bo- 
come the debt-free owner of properties 
whose surpius earnings would supply a 
large portion of the city’s needed reve- 
nue. 

Of Boston's net bonded debt of §$7T7,- 
214,502.89 only $20,515,128.87 was in- 
vested in properties caluculated to 
earn enough to pay for themselves.

„u tell you what must be dona, ha 
says. “All the inte.ests of the thea- 
trical wori@ will have to get together 
and elimingte the superfluous theaters. 
The field is over¢rowded, By this I do 
net mean alone the so-called legitimate 
theaters, but amusement places general- 
ly. The country is being given mere en- 
tertainment than it needs. Here in New 
York it ia only the play that scores an 
enerm@us success that attracts any at- 
tention. The amusement interests 
theatrical, vaudeville and moving pic 
ture--will have to get together and ar- 
rive at some understanding as to how 
many houses of various kinds a town 
can support. The «ctor is about the 
only one who has no cause to worry 
His salary remains fixed in spite of 
sines changes in the theatrical world 
He gets what he asks or he goes inte 
moving pictures—that's the situation 
with him, and he knews how to contro 
it ” 

Here, in this closing sentence, Mr. 
Shubert testifies that the moving picture 
industry is flourishing to even a greater 
extent than that te which the play-pro- 
ducing industry is languishing. Why, 
then, should the big men of the ‘ mov- 
les“ accept the Shubert suggestion tn 
lessen their amus2ment output tn order 
that the spoken drama, once their larg: 
er ahd more powerful competitor, shal! 
have a ehance to make money at their 


cxpense? 


But, before considering further the 
inherent weakness of the Shubert sug- 
gestion, pay heed for a moment te the 
almost simultaneous utterance of Da- 
vid W. Griffith, general director of one 
of the world's greatest film corpera- 
tions and receiving a salary of over 
$100,000 per year for his services ag & 
moving picture ‘expert. 

„We have but remotely touched the 
practical application of mation pictures,"’ 
says Mr, Griffith in a recent New York 
interview. We have merely brokea 
through the crust of a new fairy world 
of wonders. As an art, motion pictures 
Are upon an equality with the spoken 
drama of today. If the spoken drama 
is to hold us own in the theater it 
must be better than it has been this 
season. The popular appeal of moving 
pictures ie increasing every day as the 
pictures show more art and better 
drama, It is nothing unusual to spend 
$60,000 on a picture today. To realize 
what the production of a big picture 
is now, one ought to go and see it in 
the precess of making. Our stage in 
Los Angeles for the production of ‘Ju- 
adith’ was 12 miles square in the desert. 
Our company numbered about 1000 ac- 
tors. The wall of Jerusalem was a renal 
stone wall, 30 feet high, and this was 
actually stormed and captured and torn

powerful play-producing eombinations in

Therein lies the fatal weakness of Lee 
Shubert's suggestion for a monopoly re- 
striction of the amusement output. The 
prosperous moving picture magnates 
will see no good reason for limiting their 
own productive effort. It is the spoken 
drama that would he the gainer by this 
arrangement, not the motion picture in- 
dustry. Why should the latter gratui- 
tously enable a now confesgedly crip- 
pled competitor to compete, anew, on a 
stronger basis? 

If Lee Shubert will study with a keen- 
er vision the present groomy situation 
in the realm of the spoken drama he 
will see that the very keystone of the 
great triumphal arch of moving picture 
prosperity is found in the irresistible 
popular appeal‘of good entertainment 
at low prices. It is thig that fills mo- 
tion picture houses chockful two, threo 
or four times each day, while legitimate 
theaters, unless offering a play that 
has scored an enormous success,“ fail 
to attract any attention. It is this that 
enables the purveyors of pantomime 
picture-plays to pay $50,060 for the mak- 
ing of a great moving picture, absolute- 
ly certain that they will get their money 
back with interest. It ig this that en- 
ables them te reach out and take from 


they mar desire, The astiff-necked, 

legitimate theaters have lost 
their great public to the low-priced 
moving picture houses.

And why 
is it that A. L. Erlanger, of he pow- 
erful play-producing and play-book- 
ing firm of Klaw & Erlanger, long 
in control of the American stage, in 
a recent full-page interview in a 
New York newspaper, himself makes 
the doléful confession that “the pres- 
ent theatrical season, from the stand- 
point of receipts is the worst in 17 
years” and that “big successes that 
used to run from six to seven years 
now are fortunate if they can get two 
full seasons?” Surely these facts 
speak eloquently for the presenta- 
t'on ef the spoken drama at admiasion 
prices that shall, to at least a more 
reasonable extent than now, meet the 
t present exultant competition of the 
moving picture shows. 

Another significant fact tn evidence 
in that the popular- priced legitimate 
theaters of this country still hold 3 
considerable proportion of their pubiie, 
netwithstanding the competition of the 
„movies. Here in St. Louis, for in- 
stance, the American Theater suffers far 
leag from the competing offerings of the 
picture shows than do either the Olym- 
pic or the Shubert, the two high-priced 
homes of the spoken drama.

And here, again, is proof ef the fur- 
ther fact that a reduction in the num 
ber of legitimate theaters does not in 
itself constitute a solution of the prob- 
lem of how to change sdversity inte 
prosperity.

The greater wisdom of making any 
reasonable concession in admission

ious habit rather than a necessity of 
actual living. 

And it is a luxury in which the great 
average multitudes must indulge 12 
playhouses are to receive adequate gup- 
port, The rich alone fall far short of 
maintaining the theaters. “If we had 
to depend upon New York society, upon 
the wealthy class, for our support,” 
said a New York theatrical man te me 
but recently, “we would starve to 
death, Theatrical prosperity depends 
upom,the patronage received from peo- 
ple in moderate circumstances, With 
them, playgoing ts a habit. The aver- 
age man or woman goes to the theater 
once or twice every week, not as a so- 
cial function, but for pleasure’s sake 
If for any reason this habit is dis- 
couraged, if a certain playgoer, for in- 
gtance, remains away from the theater 
for several weeks in succession, the 
playgoing habit is weakened precisely 
to that extent, and eventually, with 
other amusements substituted, the thea-

Says Nothing the Administration 
Contemplates Will Be Hurt- 
ful to Commerce. 


Coptinued From Page One. 
a year in New York City alone in de- 
veloping its trade relations and employs 
over a thousand agents in active and 
aggressive work promoting German 
trade throughout the country.” 

“Is it your intention,” I inquired, 
“that the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States should do for American 
commerce what in so many other coun- 
tries is done by, or in co-operation with, 
the national Government?“ 

“We are not without hope that the 
time may come when Congress will 
undertake something of importance in 
the way of promoting American trade, 
but without regard to this, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
is anxious to do whatever is possible in 
that direction. . 

„Our body came into existence last 
year.as the result of the unanimous de- 
cision of a convention of 700 business 
men from every part of the country 
which assembled in Washington in re- 
sponse to a call from Mr. Taft. During 
the past two decades chambers of com- 
merce and boards of trade have been 
formed in hundreds of cities, large and 
small, throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. But they have 
never operated except as individual 
unita. 

‘ven where such bodies have gath- 
ered themselves together and have 
formed state organizations, their useful- 
ness has been limited by their inabil- 
ity to speak with more than the indi- 
vidual voice of a single section, a sin- 
gle community or a single business in- 
terest. In the ‘absence of any national 
organization authorized to represent the 
general business sentiment of the whole 
country it is not to be wondered at 
that national legislation has almast 
wholly disregarded the promotion of 
commercial interests whilst passing 
laws helpful to labor and agriculture 
whose needs are looked after by na- 
tion-wide organizations. 

“The members of the chamber con- 
sist of approximately 600 bodies, repre- 
.senting about 250,000 business men. It 
includes organizations as far apart as 
the Merchants’ Associatton of Manila 
and the American Chamber of Com- 
merce of Paris, the National Associa- 
tion of Tanners and the United Typo- 
thetae of America. 

“Our headquarters are in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and we have branch offices 
in New York, San Francisco and Chi- 
cago. 

“One of our principal objects is to 
ascertain the actual business sentiment 
of the country upon all questions which 
are national in scope and which have 
a direct bearing and a serious impor- 
tance for American commerce. 

How. Big Subjects Are Handled. 

“I will explain how, under the sys- 
tem we employ, any view which the 
chamber expresses is practically 2 com- 
posite photograph of business opinion 
as it exists through the whole body of 
American business men. 

“As goon as the Board of Directors 
of the Chamber have decided a question 
is of sufficient importance to our na- 
tional commerce to justify its presenta- 
tion to the members of the chamber, 
two briefs on the subject are prepared 
by men thoroughly equipped to deal 
with the subject—one presenting argu- 
ments in support of a particular intern 
pretation of the facts and the other 
offering arguments in opposition to ft 

“These briefs are sent to each organ- 
ization member of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United Sstates—that 
is to say, to about 500 business organi- 
zations. The question submitted is then 
discussed by each: of these bodies in its 
own way, and when they. have threshed 
the matter out they vote upon it and 
a reply is sent to us embodying the 
views of the organization concerned, as 
expressed by a majority vote of its 
own membership. 

All the replies are carefully exam- 
ined and their substance is then con- 
densed into a chart showing the actual 
results of the referendum. When this 
process has been gone through the final 
product can be nothing else than a real 
expression of the opinion of the busi- 
ness men of America upon the ques. 
tion raised. 

Only Six Referendums 80 Far. 

“Thus far, we have submitted only 
six subjects to our members: 

1. The establishment of a national 
budget. 

“2. The principle of a permanent Tar. 
iff Commission. 

“8. The exclusion of the special fund 
from the general appropriation bill for 
use in the prosecution of farmers and 
laborers under the terms of the Sher- 
man act. 

. The banking and currency bill. 

. The possible development of the 
commercial side of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

“6. The creation of a Congressional 
Committee to deal with the drafting of 
bills. * l 

Dach of these matters was submitted 
only after it had been suggested by a 
constituent organization and had been 
accepted by the Board of Directors of 
the chamber as being national, import- 
ant and timely. If in any matter the 
Board of Directors decide against its 
submission the constituent member 
making a suggestion has the right of 
final appeal to our national council, 
which body is made up of one member 
appointed by each constituent organ- 
ization. N 

“T am happy to be able to say that 
since we have begun work we have 
never found the attitude of the execu- 
tive branch of the national Govern- 
ment to be anything but cordial and 
sympathetic. From President Wilson

‘RIGHT 10 CONTROL 
RAIL SECURITIES 


Annual Report Also Urges Leg- 
islation; to Empower It to 
‘Safeguard Lives. 


By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Deo 20.—Empha- 
sizing the necessity for further action 
by the Federal Government to pro- 
vide greater safety for travelers and 
employes upon American railroads, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in its annual report, submitted to 
Congress, makes vigorous recom- 
mendations for additional powers 
over the physical construction and 
operations of the roads. The commis- 
sion also recommends that to it be 
gtven authority to supervise the issue 
of railroad securities and some meas 
ure of control over the capitalisation. 

Conditions disclosed by the com- 
mission’s investigation of railroad 
accidents during the year present & 
situation which, the commission de- 
lieves, ought to be the subject of im- 
mediate legislation. Seventy-six ac- 
cidents investigated included 61 col- 
lisions and 25 derailments, and caused 
the death of 283 and the injury of 
1880 persons. Commenting. on these 
facts, the report says: 

“The commission again is compelled 
to note the exceedingly large propor 
tion of train accidents due to dereliction 
of duty on the part of employes. Fifty- 
six of the accidents investigated during 
the year, or nearly 74 per cent of the 
whole number, were directly caused by 
mistakes of employes. These mistakes 
were of the same nature as those noted 
by the commission in its last annual 
report, namely, disregard of fixed sig- 
nals; improper flagging; failure to obey 
train orders; improper checking of train 
register; misunderstanding of orders; 
occupying main track on time of su- 
perior train; block operator allowed 
train to enter occupied block; dispatcher 
gave lap order or used improper form 
of order; operator made mistake in 
copying order; switch left open in face 
of approaching train; excessive speed; 
failure to identify train that was met. 


Krrors Constantly . 
“These errors are exactly the ones 


which figure in the cause ~* train ac- 
cidents year after year Their per- 
sistence, leading always to the same 
harrowing results, points inevitably to 
the truth of one or the other of the 
following alternatives: Either a great 
majority of these deplorable railroad dis- 
asters are unavoidable or there exists 
a widespread lack of intelligent and 
well-directed effort to minimize the mis- 
takes of employes in the operation of 
trains. It is not believed that all those 
accidents which are caused by the mis- 
takes of employes are unavoidable. It 
is quite true that man is prone to error, 
and as long as absolute reliance is 
placed upon the human element in the 
operation of trains accidents are bound 
to occur, but until it can be shown that 
all reasonable and proper measures 


have been taken for its prevention, no 


accident can be classed as unavoidable. 


All of the mistakes noted above 
ere violations of simple rules, which 
should have been easily understood by 
men of sufficient intelligence to be en- 
trusted with the operation of trains. 
the evidence is that in the main th 
rules are understood, but they are ha- 
bitually; violated by employes who are 
charged with responsibility for the safe 
movement of trains. The evidence also 
is that in many cases operating offi- 
cers aré cognizant of this habitual 
disregard of rules, and no proper steps 
are taken to correct the evil. Many 
operating officers seem to proceed upon 
the theory that their responsibility ends 
with the promulgation’ of rules, ap- 
parently overlooking the fact that no 
matter how inherently good a rule may 
be, it is of no force unless it is obeyed. 
On very many railroads there is little 
or no system of inspection or super- 
vision. of the work of train service em- 
ployes so far as pertains to those mat- 
ters which vitally affect safety. Um- 
ployes are not examined on the oper- 
eating rules except at the time of their 
promotion, and only the most per- 
functory efforts are made to determine 
their fitness to perform the duties 
assigned to them from time to time 
“This lack of supervision. and inspec- 
tion with respect to matters affect: 
ing the safety of trains is unexplain- 
able when the careful supervision of 
all matters directly affecting the rev- 
enue of the roads is considered. The 
auditing and checking systems used for 
detecting the dishonesty of employes 
are marvels of ingenuity and careful 
attention to detail, but means of de- 
termining whether trains are operated 
in accordance with the requirements of 
safety and in conformity with the rules 
are almost entirely lacking. 


Laws Held te Be Necessary. 
“In previous reports the Commission 
has recommended legislation requiring 
the standardization of operating rules. 
It is vital to the 
trains that rules should be explicit and 
uniform in character, so that they may 
be easily understood and that there 
may be no doubt as to their application. 
To this end Federal legislation is neces- 
sary. 


“Disobedience of signal indications on 
Diock-signaled railroads is one of the 
most serious phases of the accident sit- 
uation. Such disobedience often occurs 
in connection witch the movement of 
impertant high-speed trains,

A report on the night schools, just is- 
sued by the Board of ucation, shows 
that for the first hailf-term, which 


closed Friday night, the total enroliment | 


was 13,066, an increase of 6687 over the 
same périod last year. The average 
hightly attendante was 916, an increase 
of 897) over last year. 

This larte growth is explained, by the 
board, as being due to aid given by 
émployers in making the advantages of 
the night school work known to em- 
ployed persons. The night school stu- 
dents are almost all actively employed 
on full time during the day. Less than 
one-half ef one per Gent of them are 
unemployed. 

Tuition is free to residents of gt. 
Louis. No student under 14 years of 
age is received, but there 16 no Mmaxi- 
mum age limit. Thirty high school 
branches and 14 district school branches 
are taught. The largest enrollment ie 
in English, 943 students. Many of these 
are adults of foreign birth, some of 
them recent arrivals in the United 
States. Bookkeeping is second in pop- 
ularity, with 804 students. 

The second term will begin Monday 
night, Jan. 5, in five high schools and 
i4 district schools.

tions. That they are disobeyed, how. 
ever, is a fact, and the lives that are 
annually sacrificed from this cause call 
loudly for some means of arresting its 
results. 

The most disastrote accidents of this 
charactér occur on roads equipped with 
modern systems of automatic block sig- 
nals, where elaborate precautions to 
prévent accidents (short of guarding 
against the consequences of signal diso- 
bedience) have been taken. The trains 
Involved in these lamentable disasters 
generally are operated by trusted em- 
ployes of long experience. But the réc- 
ord abundantly proves that even splen- 
did signal equipment and admirable dis- 
cipline, coupled with long experience and 
high moral character on the part of 
the employes, cannot prevent the oc- 
casional man failures which produce 
such fatal results. These facts are 
brought to the attention of the Con- 
gress, with the suggestion that these 
men failurés indicate the necessity for 
the development and perfection of some 
system of automatic train control to be 
used in connection with existing signal 
systems. 

“High speed was an important con- 
tributing cause of several serious &c- 
cidents during the past year. On many 
roads there is no limit to the speed at 
which passenger trains are allowed to 
run. EUnginemen are thus encouraged 
to run their trains at excessive speed 
in an-éeffort to make up time lost on 
schedulés that are in many cases al- 
ready suffidiently fast for safety. Such 
high epeed is especially dangerous in 
times of fog or storm, when signals can 
be seen but 4 comparatively shart dis- 
tance. The Maximum allowable speed 
of trains on all roafis should be estab- 
lished at a safe limit, and it should not 
be left entirely to the judgment of en- 
ginemen to determine whether or not 
this limit is. exceeded. 

“Inasmuch as the only purpose of in- 
vestigation is to learn the true causes 
of accidents, so that such causes may 
be eliminated as fully as practicabie, 
it is manifestly impossible for the com- 
miseion fully to aceomplish such pur- 
pose unless empowered by law to en- 
force its recommendations. Further- 
more, the commission should be author: 
ized to conduct Independent investiga- 
tlons with respect to all matters affect- 
ing the safety of railroad travel, the 


object being to prevent accidents as far 


as possible rather than, as at present, 
merely to point out the causes of acéi- 
dents after their occurrence, There is 
particular need for an fgvestigation of 
the conditions surrounding the use of 
steel rails and car Wheels upon raii- 
roads.“ 

Important Recommendattens. 
Among the important fecommenda- 

tions for new legislation are the fol- 
lowing: 

That one period be fixed for the begia- 
ning ot all actions to trans- 
portation chargés and that that period 
be within three years from the comple- 
tion of the service as‘to which damages 
are claimed. 

That a carrier which fails to demand 
payment of charres for any transporta- 
tion service within a period of 3 days 
shall be deemed guilty of giving a re- 
date to the shipper. 

That all suits brought to enforce or 
set aside orders of the cémmission be 
directiy under the supervision of the 
commission, instead of a8 now, under 
the direction of the Department of Jus 
tice; and that the cominission be charged 
primarily with the duty of presenting 
such cases in court stibject to the right 
of the Department of Justice or privata 
individuals to intervene to protect pub. 
lie or private interests.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The task ‘of 
settling the differences between the 


House of Representatives and the Sen- 
ate over the administration currency bill 
was taken up tonight by the Democrats 
of the Conference Committees of the two 
houses, headed by Senator Owen and 
Representative Giass. The Republicans 
of the committee did not attend. No 
one would predict when an agreement 
would be reached, and Representative 
Glass flatly declared the differences 
were serious, and no immediate agree- 


ment was ‘looked for. Predictions had 


been mede earlier in the day of a report 
to the Senate Monday. 

The conferees adjourned just before 
midnight until tomorrow morning. It 
was announced that about 20 material 
points of difference’ had been found 
| after the entire bill had been read and 
studied. No attempt was made tonight 
to take these up, but many changes in 
phraseology of Senate amendments were 
agreed on. 

The House conferees entered upon the 
work instructed to accept Senate amend- 
ments calculated to aid agricultural 
communities, The instructions were 
afopted by the House efter an effort 
to have it concur im all the Senate 
amendments had failed. The amend-,

House Fights Guarantee. 

The Senate amendment providing for 
the establishment of a depositors’ in- 
surance fund was mentioned during the 
House debate, but it was not momdéed! 
in the instructions. The House con- 
ferees, however, held a session before 
meeting the Senate committee and de- 
eided to make a fight against the pro- 
vision. Strong support for the amené- 
ment on the floor of ths Senate was 
evidenced during the consideration of 
the bill and a further fight was pre- 
dicted if the conference repert eliminat- 
ed the provision. 

The House conferees were prepared 
also to make a vigorous fight against 
several of the reserve requirements 
changed by the Senate. On this point 
Representative Glass was particular- 
ly emphatic in the debate in the 
House. 

“The bank reserve requirements of 
the Senate bill,” he said, “would re- 
sult in calamity. Under the Senate 
amendments, the total reserves of 
the banks in cash and in credit with 
the reserve banks would be less than 
the banks at present hold in cash in 
their vaults. Within a few months, 
under these provisions, we would 
have a saturnalia of expansion—of 
wild inflation.“ 

The reading of the bill was begun 
by the Democratic conferees imme- 
diately after they met. Within an 
hour, serious points of difference de- 
véloped. The House members an- 
nounced their intention of insisting 
that the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the Comptroller of the Treasury be 
retained as members the commit- 
tee to organize the new system and 
as members of the Federal Reserve 
Board. The Senate amendment re- 
moved them from both. 

Other Points of Difference. 

On the number of regional banks 
the House members agreed to accept 
the Senate provision that not less 
than eight be created, but insisted 
that the provision be eliminated, fix- 
ing the maximum number at 12% They 
also announced they would insist on 
the House provision that the capital 
stock of each regional bank be fixed 
at 5 per cent of the capital of the 
National banks in its district, instead 
of at 6 per cent of the capital and 
surplus of the banks, as provided in 
the Senate bill. 

When the currency bill, as passed 
by the Senate yesterday, was called up 
in the House today Representative 
Glass asked the House to disagree with 
the Senate amendments and to ask a 
conference. Objection was made imme- 
diately to this plan. Minority Leader 
Mann asked the House to adopt the 
Hitcheock Dill. Then Representative 
Murray of Oklahoma asked that the 
Benate bill be accepted because, he 
said, it was a better bill than the 
original House measure. Both these 


plans were defeated by overwhelming 
votes after Glass had pointed out some 
of the weaknesses in the Senate bill 
and had insisted that the note reserve 
scheme would lead to tremendous in- 
flation. 

Murray followed with a request that 
the House adopt three of the changes 
made by the Senate—the make-up of the 
Federal Board, the paragraph which 
provides that national banks may lend 
money on farm mortgages for year 
periods and the paragraph allowing the 
reserve banks to discount six months’ 
agricultural paper. 

Representative Lever of South Caro- 
lina followed with a motion that the 
two last provisions of the Murray reso- 
lution be adopted. A pafilamentary 
tangle ensued and an attempt was made 
to block the motion, but the Southern 
and Western members were in the ma- 
jority and it was carried. 

Glass Is Disappointed. 

Although greatly disappointed at the 
action of the farming representatives 
Ciatrman Glass announced he would 
accept the Lever motion, but he would 
resign from the conference committee 
rather than be bound by the Murray 
instruction concerning the make-up of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

Glass said the House was making a 
fearful mistake in upholding the Sen- 
ate amendments, even though they 
were calculated to be of great political 
value to those members who represent 
farming -districts.

DELAYS U. S. OWNERSHIP 


Observers Say Agreement Will 
Do Away With Necessity for 
Government to Buy Lines.

General McReynolds told friends today 
that scores of independent telephone 
companies in the United States are 
gratified with the agreement the s0- 
called Telephone Trust has made with 
the Department of Justice, which will 
give them the use of thousands of miles 
of trunk lines operated by the Bell com- 
pany. The department, he said, hard- 
ly could have expected any séeurt to or- 
der the Bell company to allow independ- 
ents to make use of Bell equipment, and 
there practically was no ehance that 
the independents could raise sufficient 
funds, if they had the desire, te build, 
competing long-distance lines. 

To bring about. ¢gmpetition in inter- 
state business, it was pointed out, would 
have required an outlay of millions of 
dollars and probably would have meant 
loss or a severe falling off in tha re- 
‘éelpts of the Bell and the independents 
that tried to get long-distance business. 


Terms of the Agreement, 
The terms of thé agreement between 


| the Bell company and the Department 
of Justice were announced by Attorney- 
General McReynolds last night. Briefly, 
it provides that the telephone company 
will diapose of its holdings in the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company; that 
hereafter the company will make no ef- 
fort to absorb other telephone compa- 
Mes: and that it will give all of its 
rivals access to its toll lines. 
According to figures laid before the 
Attorney-General by N. C, Kingsbury, 
‘the vice-president of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, who 
conducted the negotiations, there are 
more than 20,000 independent telephone 
companies in the country. The opening

Vall Declares Separation Win Cause 
No Setback. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 20.—Referring to 
the relations between the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. and the 
Western Union, T. N. Vail, president 
of both companies, said today: 

“No such thing as dissolution has 
occurred, for the reason that no such 
thing as a merger ever occurred in 
the past. The relations between the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
and the Western Union have never been 
in the nature of a merger. The devel- 
opment of the mutual relations has been 
of a complimentary character, or an 
extension by each of the other’s facil- 
ities. 

„Care has always been taken that 
nothing be done which would affect 
whatever competition might be censid- 
ered to exist. The two services are in 
fact not competitive; if there is in the- 
ory any competition, it is because in 
some instances the use of one service 
may be an alterriative for the use of 
the other, 

“There is no setback in this sepe- 
ration to the material interests of 
either company, but on the contrary, 
now that there is some understanding 
of what can be done and what cannot 
be done; greater progress along the 
lines defined can be expected. 

“The Attorney-General has been very 
considerate of the material interests 
of the companies so far as consistent 
with his public duty, and this attitude 
was clearly reflected by the President, 
We think the problem has been Worked 
out to the best interests of the publie 
and of the companies.” 

To the foregoing Vice-President 
Kingsbury of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. added that no plan 
for the disposal of the company’s hold- 
ings in the Western Union had yet 
been considered. 


“You may rest assured,”’ he said, “that 
however it is done, it will be done in 
absolute good faith. There will be «a 
complete separation of the control”

It was assumed that the Browns 
and Cardinals were major league clubs 
and their respective managers, there- 
fore, were capable of indulging in the 
debate. 

When stories signed by Rickey and 
Huggins appeared in a morning paper 
Friday, Manager Huggins was out of 
the city, while Manager Rickey denies 
that he wrote the story. He admits 
that part of it may have been inspired 
by him. 

Huggins’ literary contribution 
ran in a parallel column to Rickey’s 
and from the tone of it one would sur- 
mise that Huggins had read Rickey’s 
expressions before he took pen in 
hand. Rickey has taken severe ex- 
ceptions to some statement credited 
to Huggins and has answered through 
the Post-Dispatch, his verbatim reply 
being printed herewith: 


What Mr. Rickey Says. 

„It seems somewhat like ‘sounding 
brass’ and a ‘tinkling cymbal’ for man- 
agers of two eighth place major league 
teams to be engaged in an argument 
over the proper development of a ball 
club. Not because anybody in St. Louis 
or anywhere else cares @ rap about my 
beliefs in this matter, but just for the 
gake of a little self-satisfaction, it can 
be said that the article in one of Fri- 
day’s papers does not correctly repre- 
sent my position. 

“The article was the first information 
to me that there was any argument be- 
tween Mr. Huggins and myself; and in 
fact a considerable part of what Mr.

However, I shall have three batting 
cages, three handball courts, one slid- 
ing pit and a place for running dashes 
at the training camp in St. Petersburg, 
whether anyone else approves or not.

If any of the Browns’ 
bones rattle when they slide in the soft 
sand, if I could not tell any other, that 
would be an indication sufficient to me 
that their services should de given to 
some other profession, where their age 
would not count against them.

There Are Other Ways. 


“It is certainly true that the game it- 
self is the very best way to prove these 
points, but not by any means the only 
way, or the fastest way. In the game 
you may wait until the close of the sea- 
ron before you will see a certain player 
rlaced in a certain situation. I do not 
believe in assuming that minor league 
ballplayers or cven a good many majors 
are finihsed ballplayers, I think they 
can improve themselves. I know one or 
two members of the Browns wo slide 
straight into the bags, and some who 
don't slide straight, correctly. In five 
weeks’ practice at St. Petersburg. par- 
ticipating only in the games, it mign* 
be that this or that player would have 
to slide only two or three times, and 
then come back North and enter the 
season no better than when he went 
South. I have seen a good many men 
slide daily in sandpits, and I have never 
known one to be injured or bruised. Of 
course, I have never had eperience with 
superannuated athletes. 

As to running. I have never said that 
I expect to develop the running ability 
of my men, but it is simply for the rea- 
eon that I do nox know of anyone to put 
in charge of this. It is also matter of 
common know'edge that the develon- 
ment of a foot runner is comparatively 
easy to obtain by a competent in- 
structor, and is very noticeable to even 
a looker-on. To say that you do not 
want a recruli just because he has not 
all the speed he is capable of getting is 
to me only silly twaddle. 


It’s Up to the Player. 


“All that I believe in regard to «his 
matter, and anything that I may have 
said, is not at all antagonistic to the 
principle that one of the most important 
qualifications of a good ball player is to 
be able to use whatever knowledge he 
has. Of course Lee Magee must know 
something of the pecullarities of the op- 
posing pitcher in order to get a prope” 
break.

“Why, I would like to ask; does Hug- 
gins ever have batting practice?

“Further, I would say the sliding pit 
is not calculated to teach men how to 
get a break from the bag. It is cal- 
culated to teach men to slide into the 
next one. Mr. Huggins sufficiently 
answers and disproves every promise 
he has taken when he had Doak report 
for morning practice while he demon- 
strated to him his fault in tipping off 
base-runners. This involves just the 
amount of theory in every particular 
that I would employ, and his demon- 
stration raises my hopes that I may 
meet with some like measure of success 
in similar undertakings. Beyond the 
amount of theory he practiced on Doak 
I heve none. 

“It is very easy to exaggerate the 
importance of means that any one may 
use for the development of a ballplayer. 
The main thing is a big amount of m- 
herent ability. After all the man's de- 
velopment is up to himself, and the 
power within a man to develop himself 
establishes with me a standard of his 
brain power. “Veni, vidi, vincit,” is 
just as much an achievement of a ball- 
player as any one else who develops 
into his very best in other lines of work. 

“I confidently expect to know that 
Mr. Huggins will be employing sliding 
pits and, possibly, a batting cage, before 
he is through with the management of 
the St. Louis baseball club.

MAE SYSTEM 
S NO CORPORATION 


Attorney Taking Evidence in 
Damage Suit Finds Officers 
„Ignorant.“ 


An attempt to prove that the Illinois 
Traction System is not a corporation, 
but is composed of a chain of smaller 
traction systems, making it almost im- 
possible to obtain a judgment against 
the company, was made in the taking of 
depositions in the office of Attorney 
Douglas W. Robert in the Rialto Bulld- 
ing yesterday. 

Robert, representing Bernard Hus- 
bands, a saw maker of St. Louis, who 
was injured by a McKinley system car, 
in Granite City, July 13, has brought suit 
for $15,000 against the Illinois Traction 
Co., the Citizens’ Railway of Venice, the 
Danville-Edwardsville Terminal Rail- 
road Co., the St. Louis Electric Terminal 
Co., the St. Louis, Springfield & Peoria 
Railroad Co., and the Springfield & 
Northeastern Traction Co. Husbands 
was hurt when he was throw from the 
step of a car he was boarding and his 
feet were crushed. 

According to Robert, the St. Louls, 
Springfield & Peoria Railroad Co. and 
the Illinois Traction Co. claim that they 
have no office in St. Louis and for 
that reason cannot be sued here. The 
other four compariles have filed a denial 
of the charges. 

Learns “Bushel of Ignorance.” 

After taking the deépositions of 
Walter H. Wyley, general agent of 
the St. Louis Eleetric Terminal 
Railway Co., T. S. Stearns, who said 
he represented the general interests 
of the different companies forming 
the Illinois Traction System, and 8. 
McFarland, a -bookkeeper at the 
Broadway station of the company, 


Attorney Robert said he had learned 


a “bushel of ignorance.” 

According to the deposition of Wy- 
ley, he doesn’t know if the Illinois 
Traction System is a corporation and 
whether the road starts at Twelfth 
street and Lucas avenue, although he 
admitted that his office was located 
at that point. 

He said he was not familiar with 
the streets on which the cars ran in 
Granite .City. He testified that ho 
did not know if the St. Louis Elec- 
tric Terminal Co. operated all through 
cars to Springfield and Peoria. 

Asked what companies’ names were 
signed to the salary checks, Wyley 
replied that there were a number but 
he did not know them. He said the 
street car tickets bo the name of 
the Illinois Traction System. Asked 
what the system was composed of, 
Wryley testified he did not know. 

A list of 23 traction companies were 
read and Wyley was asked if they 
were members of the system. He re- 
plied that he did not know positively. 

When Wyley was asked what offi- 
cers of the system were in St. Louis, 
he said that offices, if they formed 
part of the system, were at Twelfth 
street and Lucas avenue and at Broad- 
way and Salisbury street. “What of- 
fleers are here?“ was the next ques- 
tion. “If you mean executive officers, 
I do not know,” was his answer. 

Wyley was asked who remitted the 
money to the local office. He testi- 
fied that it was deposited in a bank 
and the bank remitted it to the 
Champaign office. 

Wvyley said he had no documents 
showing the number of corporations 
that composed the system. 

T. H. Stearns was then called. Ho 
said he represented the general interests 
of the different companies in a way, but 
couldn't exactly express his real posi- 
tion with the system. He said he was 
not employed by any one company. 

When Stearns was asked what com- 
poses the system, he testified that he 
had heard there were 50 or 60 companies 
included. He said he understood that 
the St. Louis Electric Terminal Co. op- 
erates across the river. He said the St. 
Louis, Springfield & Peoria line was in- 
cluded in the system; that he had seen 
the name of that line in a list of com- 
panies. He testified that he did not 
know where it operates. He also de- 
nied that he knew the names of the of- 
ficers of the company. Stearns said he 
understood that W. B. McKinley was 
president of the St. Louis Electric Ter- 
minal Co. and also president of the Citt 
zens’ Railway of Venice. 

McKinley Not im Amertea, 

Stearns said McKinley was the active 
manager of the system, but testified 
that McKinley is new in Australia or 
Egypt. 

S. McFarland was the next witness, 
He said he was a bookkeeper for the St. 
Louis Electric Terminal Company, with 
offices at Broadway and Salisbury 
street. He said the company had no 
assistant superintendent here and that 
he got information for his books from 
the Champaign office. He testified that 
he did not keep the accounts of the St. 
Louis, Springfield & Peoria, the City of 
Venice Railway, the St. Louis & North- 
eastern Railway, the Danville, ad- 
wardsville Terminal Co., or the Illinois 
Traction Co. 

McFarland said he did 
the St. Louls Electric 
pany operates its cars.

WATERS PIERCE IS WARNED 


Huerta, Getting Desperate, Is 


Said to Plan Confiscation 
of Wealth.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 2.—Rebels this 
afternoon attacked, Tampico, the center 
of the oil district, according to offi- 
clal advices received in Mexico City 
this evening. A week ago they were 
repulsed, largely through the heavy fire 
from the Federal gunboats in the river. 

A private telegram received here to- 
day says: 

“Candido Aguilar has his forces 
Somewhere south of the city; expect 
them to reoccupy their camps near here 
shortly. Constitutionalists retired from 
Tampico solely on account of a short- 
age in ammunition. They were neither 
defeated nor demoralized. Expect them 
to return in a few days With artillery 
and ammunition. They have sent no- 
tice, threatening to burn the Waters 
Pierce oil refinery. We are holding 
boats for escape, in case of bombard- 
ment. Expect no protection from Amer- 
ican and British warships.”’ 

The belief here is that the city will 
succumb to the next attack. P 

Bank Dividend Passed. 

Notice was given today by the direct- 
ors of the National Bank, the largest 
and most prosperous financial institu- 
tion in the country, that it would pass 
the semi-annual divident, due Jan. 1. 
Never has the bank failed to pay a 
dividend. State bank bills are. still 
being unaccepted except in limited 
amounts at the Central Bank. The run 
on the Bank of London and Mexico, 
though slightly diminished, continued 
throughout the day. 

Gen. Zapata’s threats to enter Mexico 
City, and hang Gen. Huerta and his 
Cabinet, while creating anxiety, are not 
taken seriously by most people, who be- 
lieve he will obey Gen. Carranza and 
wait until his forces are joined by men 
from the north. 

Reports that President Huerta has 
almost no ammunition left in the city 
is officially denied. 

National impoverishment and an in- 

creasing. organization among scores of 
rebel bands have reduced the provi- 
sional government to what appears to 
be a desperate situation. 
This was pay day for Government em- 
ployes, and in almost all departments 
there was little delay in meeting the 
payrolls. That the Government may 
not be able to float another loan is 
conceded by . Mexicans generally, but 
none has lost sight of the fact that the 
country is rich and that Gen. Huerta, 
as a last resort, would not hesitate to 
fake money where he can find it. 

Already a drastic measure has been 
discussed by the Cabinet—that of the 
confiscation of the property of all indi- 
viduals who are known to have arrayed 
themselves against the Huerta govern- 
ment. Collections that fall little short 
of being forced loans have been made 
in cities outside the capital, and Huer- 
ta’s new order for the establishment of 
a militia at the expense of the business 
men generally in the various states is 
in line with his,policy to draw directly 
from the country the revenue necessary 
for carrying on the war. 

Zapata Near C>ital, 

Emiliano Zapata, tne rebel leader, 
who is camped at the very doors of the 
capital, visited Mexico City with im- 
punity two or more times within the 
last few days, according to the police. 
He visited an old sweetheart on each 
occasion. The police have not arrested 
the girl, hoping that Zapata will come 
back.

Many Apartment House Owners 
on List Inspector Sends to 
City Attorney. 


More than 600 West End apartment 
houses, hotels, theaters, office buildings 
and other places that .ave been using 
bituminous coal in a careless manner, 
have been under surveillance by depu- 
ties of Smoke Inspector William A. 
Hoffman, and will be haled into court 


on and after Jan. 1, to be confronted 
with photographic evidence, unless the 


| nuisance is abated. 


Hoffman has presented the names of 
40 offenders to City Attorney Vital Ga- 
resche, who will notify them to abate 
the smoke nuisafice, and unless this 
final notice is observed Garesche will 


issue police court summonses. The cam- 


era men will begin to gather evidence 
this week, and will not confine their ef- 
torta to the 600 places that, have been 
watched and notified so far. 
Fine of From $25 to $100. 
The penalty for allowing the emission 
of “dense” smoke for more than six 
minutes in the aggregate in one hour, 
and then only while fires are being 
“cleaned,” ig a fine of from 3B to $100. 
The prosecution ,of railroads and man- 
ufacturing plants that violate the smoke 
ordinance will be carried forward, Hoff- 
man Says, this year, as before, and the 
activity of hig inspectors among smaller 
institutions can be greatly increased 
this winter. 

Started by Post-Dispatch. 
The suppression of the smoke nuti- 
gance, begun with a demand of the 
Post-Dispatch for strict ordinances and 
rigid enforcement, has proceeded for 
years with increasing results. In addi- 
tion te the activities of city officials, 
the Women's Smoke Abatement League 
was created, and at the expense of 
James Gay Butler, wealthy philanthro- 
pist, inspectors and lawyers were em- 
ployed to aid the city employes. 
Railroads have equipped a large pro- 
portion of their locomotives with 
smoke consumers and innumerable 
large industrial plants have done like- 
wise. Hoffman says the big offenders 
are fairly well in hand, and the time 
has come when most of his effort 
must be directed at the apartment 
houses, hotels and smaller buildings 
that have heating or low pressure power 
plants.

Consul Williamson Writes En-

WASHINGTON, Dec. M. — When the 
price of eggs went skyrocketing recent- 
ly an@ the cold storage men began to 
dump their accumulations on the mar- 
ket at exorbitant rates, the United 
States, through the Department of Ag- 
riculture, began casting about for a rem- 
edy for the annually recurring evil. 

Just then came a letter from Consul 
A A. Williamson, stationed in China, 
who told ot some wonderful feats in 
egg laying performed by some “Chink” 
hens, and in the course of the next year 
Uncle Sam is going to try to get some 
ot those marvelous eggs and hatch out 
@ more profitable American chicken— 
@ more robust fowl and a more ready 
layer. Among the astonishing things 
‘eontained in Williamson's letter are 
these: 

„China has long been known as an 
egg producing country, and from time 
to time the possibility of shipping ess 
to the United States has been dis- 
eussed,” wrote Williamson. “Manchuria, 
u the testimony of tourists and resi- 
dents of China is reliable, furnishes the 
best eggs.” 


Commenting upon the size of the Man- 


churian eggs, Williamson says: 

1 have frequently heard visitors re- 
mark that the eggs served in Map- 
churia are twice as large as those of 
gouth China, and I have investigated 
the size of the eggs sold at Antune. 
The hardy hens of this region lay eggs 
that average from five to seven to the 
pound, and six to the pound is common 
and usual. I believe seven eggs to the 
pound fs the highest American average. 

Oceasional Eggs Weigh 4 Ounces. 

“T have seen eggs weighing over four 
@unces produced by an ordinary hen 
of no particular breed, fed on corn and 
kept in a confined inclosure. This, how- 
ever, is not a daily occurrence. The 
fowl referred to is a black hen, re- 
sembling a-Langshan. She lays an ess 
weighing four ounces or more at least 
every third day. Her smaller eggs av- 
erage six to the pound. 

‘What the Chinese hen could do if 
fed and cared for scientifically cannot be 
told, but they should be wonders. Chi- 
mese hens get practically no care or 
attention. . They forage and care for

“The largest eggs I have seen here 
weighed four to the pound. These were 
from a hen kept by a man in Antung.

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BREEDING HINTS. 
FAR PRODI, 
e TABLE 


Cornish Male and Dorking of 
French Variety Female Make 
an Admirable Combination. 


Many poultry breeders and farmers 
make a practice of selling all of their 
best poultry because of a smal! advance 
in the market prices at the time when 


the young birds are beginning to show 
their quality. A greater mistake can- 
not be made by anyone who intends to 
raise poultry for the market. By sell- 
ing all of the best birds, the quality of 
the flock cannot be kept up, as it takes 
the best birds in any flock to breed 
birds: of equal value or better for the 
succeeding year. be 
When the best birds of a season's 
breeding are disposed of it is necessary 
to buy new stock or eggs each spring, 
and it will not pay to do this year after 
year when your own stock would, an- 
swer just as well and probably better. 
By selecting the best birds in the flock 
each year for breeding purposes, the 
whole flock can be made of equal ex- 
cellence. 

Much of the success attending good 
breeding naturally ts dependent upon 
the judicious choice of the breeding 
stock. To utilize pullets that have just 
begun to lay is to court disaster. It is 
advisable to use hens, preferably the 
hens that have been laying the longest. 
To these should be mated cocks about 
18 months old. 

Some breeders advocate the use o 

younger male birds with the yearling 
hens, but there is always a risk in 
using cockerels of the same year's 
hatching, as they may not be fully ma- 
tured, and the best results have been 
obtained by breeding male birds that 
are in their second year. 

To produce a fowl that will attain to 
the excellence required by the standard, 
one must have the best of material to 
work with. It is possible to make a 
poor chicken infinitely better than when 
reared by unskillful hands or the most 
promising bird can be spoiled by one 
who does not know his business. 

The foundation of success in pro- 
ducing the finest table fowl is the right 
sorts for breeding. The most popular 
sire for production of table poultry is 
the Cornish (formerly called Indian 
game). This bpeed crossed. with dorking 
hens makes the finest table fowl known. 
The Cornish has a yellow-tinted skin 
and a very heavy bone, which are its 
only drawbacks. The exceedingly good 
quality of breast meat, the depth of curt, 
excellent flavor and texture of the flesh 
g0 far towards counterbalancing its 
drawbacks. In the progeny of the Cor- 
nish-dorking cross, the defects of. the 
Cornish are almost entirely obliterated 
and a magnificent fowl for table use 1s 
the result. 

All game fowls have a fine quality of 
flesh and they get plump after the man- 
ner of pheasants. When a Cornish sire 
is used, it is preferable to mate him 
with light-bopned hens, Such as the 
dorking or some of the French breeds. 
The latter have good table properties 
and are good layers. The Houdan, 
Creve Coeur and Malines, to mention 
only three, are not used for the pro- 
duction of table poultry in this country 
as much as they should be. In the pure 
state they are good table fowls, where 
quality and not great bulk is desired, 
and all of them cross well with the 
Cornish. 


Poultry Notes. 

The English Black Orpingtons of the 
Cary and Cook strains that were ex- 
hibited at the recent Coliseum Show by 
Judge Henderson, have been sold to 
Henry G. Rabenau of 3516 Bamberger 
avenue, St. Louis. These birds were 
imported for comparison purposes and 
consisted of a cock and six pullets of 
the best English bloods. 


The Missouri State Poultry Show, held 
in conjunction with the local associa- 
tion at Kansas City last week was a 
record breaker for the number of en- 
tries and showed better quality than 
was ever before exhibited by Western 
breeders. Convention Hall was taxed to 
its capacity and the attendance was 
large. Members of the Missouri State 
Board are considering St. Louis for the 
State Show in 1914. 


Detroit, Chicago and Indianapolis are 
the three Western cities that are bid- 
ding for the 1914 convention of the Amer- 
joan Poultry Association.

Chicken Pox. 

Win you please tell me what is. making 
my chickens go blind? They eat and 
drink well and seem to be in fine state 
of health with the exception of the 
eyes. Corruption collects in the eyes and 
they go blind in a few days. The combs 
and wattles have black spots on them.— 
G. K., St. Louis. 

Your chickens have chicken pox. Sep- 
arate the affected birds from the others 
and clean and disinfect the Quarters 
thoroughly. Give the sick birds a dose 
of epsom salts and bathe the affected 
parts with a mixture of three drops of 
carbolic acid to a tincup of water. It 
will not hurt to let a little of this mix- 
ture go down the throat. This disease 
is caused by filthy ‘quarters and can be 
cured with this treatment. Keep your 
houses and runs clean and dry and pro- 
vide plenty of fresh air (without drefts) 
in the sleeping quarters and you will not 
he troubled with this or kindred diseases 
in the future.

The first and sometimes the 
second clutches of eggs are hatched with 
hens. While hens do not make good 
mothers, the goslings can be raised in 
any good brooder. In warm weather 
they may be removed from the brooder 
and placed in an ordinary coop when 
they are four weeks old. Goslings re- 
quire plenty of water, sand and crushed 
cyster shell from the start. Stale bread, 
plenty of green feed, preferably grass, 
any of the mashes fed to chickens and 
sealded cracked corn makes a good food 
for goslings.. Adult geese seldom seek 
the shelter of buildings, but it is well 
to provide dry sheds for them during 
very severe weather. Their nests also 
should be protected from the weather 


and an ordinary barrel is often used for 


this purpose.

Problem of Dampness 
in Poultry Houses 


Suggestions That Will Elimi- 
nate Sweating and Other 


Dangers in Quarters 

At this season poultry houses of many 
different types are often reported damp 
from moisture, which condenses and 
freezes on the walls and ceiling. It 18 
an old problem and there are many 
causes of the unwelcome dampness. 

Too many birds in the house is A 
common cause. Too little fresh air is 
another. In some locations deep litter 
may attract and hold dampness. Houses 


and shingles are seldom damp. A house 
of the same pattern covered with a 
soft-finish felted roofing will seldom 
give ‘any trouble, 

Metal roofs or roofs covered with 
hard, smooth finished roofing are very 
liable to ‘sweating’ or condensation 
of moisture and are in some locations 
very damp. 

To get rid of moisture, don’t over- 
crowd the house, avoid roofings that 
condense moisture too readily if you are 
in a location where damp, foggy weath- 
er is common, get more fresh air into 
the house for the entire 2 hours of 
the day, and provide for all the sun- 
light you can when, the weather is fa- 
vorable. 


Get in close touch with your breeding 
birds and learn what they are going 
for you. Save labor everywhere you 
can, but don’t let labor saving lead 
you into the habit of spending as little 
time as possible with the fowts. A 
little time given to getting acquainted 
with the breeding fowl is often time 
well spent. Cull. out any birds that 
don’t keep right up to the standard of 
health and vigor. Inattentive males, 
or males that have been badly whipped. 
are usually better off in the pot than 
in the breeding pen. If you get the 
habit of observing your fowls you can 
usually tell the drones .~9m the pro- 
ducers without the aid-of 4 trap nest.

Property Owners Now Seek to 
Sue Those Who in Future 
Apply the Name. 


Hell's Half Acre“ is no more. 


A committee of property owners in 
the strip lying along both sides of 


Bartmer avenue for two blocks from 
the city limits to the Wabash tracks, 
which is inhabited by from 75 to 100 
persons, yesterday consulted with for- 
mer State Senator B. L. Matthews of 
Clhyton as to whether legal redress 
could be obtained from anyone further- 
more applying to the tract the nickname 
of Hell's Half Acre.’’ 

This sulphurous sobriquet was at- 
tached to the district by county offi- 
clals and the police, because, in for: 
mer days, it was notorious for the 
brawls and battles which occurred in 
its five saloons, in one of which, about 
two years ago, Lawrence Duvall was 
murdered by a gang. 


Last of Saloons Closed. 


Last week the last of the saloons, run 
by C. A. Jackson, called The Mayor 
of Hell's Half Acre,“ closed its doors, 
a renewal of his license being refused 
by the Excise Commission. A building 
which once rocked with the uproar of 
its two barrooms now resounds with 
the pious hymns of a band of evangel- 
ists in their nightly quest for salvation. 
A three-story community house, with a 
day nursery,.road kindergarten and sew- 
ing and cooking classes, is to be opened 
at Maple avenue and Olive street by 
the Rev. Father J. S. Long, pastor of 
All Saints’ Church. 

In the old turbulent days, gangs of 
loafers hooted persons passing thnough 
on their way to the North Cabanne 
Presbyterian Church and insulted the 
minister. Today Hell's Half Acre“ has 
become a kind of Sunday School, ac- 
cording to Deputy Sheriff Charles Kick, 
who is stationed there to keep the peace. 
He says he has made only one arrest 
in four months—that of a youth who 
delayed to move on when so directed. 

When Wellston was incorporated, it 
refused to include Hell's Half Acre” 
within its limits, and University City, 
later, was similarly exclusive. Prop- 
erty owners complain that the district’s 
reputation has cut down the value of 
their holding to half that of adjacent 
property. 

Deputy Kick proclaims that “Hell's 
Half Acre” is now the most law-abid- 
Louis County, and As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney John E. 
Mooney declares that, as the dryest“ 
spot in the county, it should be re- 
named “The Desert.” .

Hechter. The Hechters said last night 
that the men who took the moving pic- 
tures asked Hechter's permission to 
photograph his cafe in connection with 
a Hungarian wedding. 

Mrs. Hechter got herself in the pic- 
ture by looking out of the window when 
the man was turning the crank. Then, 
to the horror of the cafe proprietor and 
his wife, they declare, they discovered 
that their place was represented as 
the headquarters of panderers.

Says Cromwell Bought French 
Bonds Out of Private Purse 
to Aid U. S. Plans.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—William How- 
ard Taft told 600 members of the Ohio 
Society tonight some gossipy history of 
the Panama Canal. In the course of it 
he spoke so amiably of Theodore Roose- 
velt that some of his auditors wondered 
if the breach of three years ago might 


be near healing. He guve cordial. praise 
to William Nelson Cromwell, who sat 
directly in front of him, and he took 
manifest pride in claiming for himself 
the selection of Col. George W. Goethels 
as the engineer who is bringing the 
great work to completion. 

The former President took a smiling 
fling at the new administration as he 
began his speech. 

I'm not sure,“ he said, dut that it 
is a good thing—in which not all the 
members of the present administration 
concur—that the present administration 
should do things while the retiring ad- 
ministration makes the speeches.’’ Then 
coming down to his subject, he said: 

“T hope somebody will take the trou- 
ble soon to write the whole history of 
the Panama Canal. We need contem- 
poraneous knowledge of the events that 
transpiréd in the course of that tremen- 
dous undertaking. We ought to have 
some account of the championship that 
Senator Morgan assumed for the Nica- 
ragua route, and the club he had—not 
an Ananias club—but a club of good 
gray wolves, as he called them. 

Praises Hanna and Roosevelt,

According to some very good om 
thorities, who estimated the world’s 


consumption of American cotton at 
14,750,000 bales, these are still con- 
servative figures. These estimators 
are Liverpool men who have been at 
the Fusiness for a number of years 
and whose connections would seem to 
be a guarantee against an over-esti- 
mate. 

In this country the consumption of 
cotton, according to Government fig- 
ures, has been heavy. in October there 
was more cotton used than in any 
previous month in the history of cot- 
ton, and in November the consump- 
tion. was greater than for the same 
month last year and das October. 
The rate was about 20,000 bales a day 
(working days only counted). 

The volume of the outcry indicates 
that trade is bad but the figures do 
not. 

Indicates Political Plot. 

There has been very little buying 
of cotton by American mills, but thai 
may be only incidental to a hold-off 
poliey. The fact that mills in this 
country are consuming at full capac- 
ity and ang nothing has nothing 
to do with trade, other th to point 
to the fact that . Are allowing a 
depletion of their ‘of: cotton 
which will force l at a later 
date, and the kind of buying that fol- 
lows a policy of this kind does not 
lend itself to economy or discern- 
ment. 

There have been goed sales made in 
Liverpool and the stock of cotton there 
totaled, at the end of last week, 806, 000 
bales, compared with 1,081,000 last year.

The 
total stock of American in Europe was 
1,415,000 bales, compared with 1,687,000 a 
year ago, while the stock afloat for Eu- 
rope was $47,251, compared with 1,196,481 
bales last year. The total visible sup- 
ply of American was about 650,000 bales 
less than last year. 

Ne Fear of Over-Supply. 

The Government estimate of the pres- 
ent crop indicates a commercial crop 
not much over 14,000,000 bales, after the 
estimate has been reduced to running 
bales and linters and repacks added. 
How far short of satisfying the world’s 
needs this will fall remains to be seen, 
but it is not a big erop; far from it, 
when there is taken into consideration 
the very low character of a great quan- 
tity of the Texas cotton; much of this 
is unfit for — use that requires even 
ordinary spinning duüalities.

By the new year it may be that some 
light will be cast on the trade demands. 
At present business in the dry goods 
markets is quiet, but the report of ex- 
ports of cotton goods for the 10 months 
ending Oct. 31, this year, showed a gain 
of 2,000,000 yards over last year and a 
gain of 76,844,000 yards over the same 
period in 1911. In value the exports of

Weather Is Too Warm. 

It is true that the recent mild 
weather has advanced the wheat 
plant abnormally for this time of 
year, and that a sudden freeze, with- 
out snow covering, might play havoc 
with the crop over a wide area. But 
this is betting on an unknown quan- 
tity in the equation, and one that 
seldom happens. 

Reports from the growing wheat 
belt are almost universally favorable, 
and may continue so, but the spring 
and early summer are when wheat 
prices are made, so conditions now 
may be used by shrewd traders to 
establish their long lines, if favoring 
that side of the market, at values 
that have the advantage of being 
influenced by a bearish outlook, at a 
time of year that is misleading from 
the ultimate standpoint of prices.

The colors in these new-old chintzes are 
copied exactly after the lovely time- mel- 
lowed tones of the antique chintzes and 
the effect is very beautiful. The parts 
are cut out and covered over pieces of 
cardboard, stitched neatly together, over- 
and-over fashion, and then all the various 
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four outer ones are covered with figured , 
chintz showing doves and roses and a gupid

parts are stitched together to shape the object. 

For example, in Fig. 1, one sees a box in oval shape with 
a cover, in scenic chintz. The parts of this box are first cut 
from cardbcard, four parts in all, and each part consisting of 
two pieces, or eight pieces in all. There are two oval pieces 
for the top of the coyer, two just a little smaller for the bot- 


tom of. the box; two straight 
pieces for the side of the box 
and two very narrow straight 
pieces for the rim of the cover. 


The two oval pieces for the 
bottom of the box are each 
pasted over with a piece of 
plain linen cut a little larger 
than the pasteboard itself, 
and the edges neatly turned 
under. These two linen cov- 
ered ovals are then sewn to- 
gether at the edges over-and- 
over fashion. 


Then the side pieces, just 
alike, are covered each with a 
piece of chintz and then sewn 
together over-and-over and 
fastened with a seam. Then 
the side portion of the box is 
sewn to the oval bottom and 
it is complete. 

The cover has one oval piece 
of cardboard covered smoothly 


with plain linen and another 


with a piece of scenic chintz. 
The two are sewn together 
over-and-over at the edges. The 
long slender strips of card- 
board for the rim are then 
covered with the plain linen 
and sewn together over-and- 
over and then the rim and the 
top are sewn together and the 


‘entire box is complete, and a 

charming thing it is. 
In this case the plain linen was a dull old rose and the figured chintz shows of clever needlework, but as an artist in oils. A 

old, soft tones of old roses, old lavender and grays and browns, 
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and the inner ones are covered with plain 

linen. The four chintz rounds are then 

stitched to the four plain linen rounds and 
then caught together at the sides. 
Then the square base is cut from cardboard in two 
pieces both covered with the plain linen, and sewn over- 
and-over at the edges. To this base is attached a straight 
bag of the plain linen, finished by a deep hem and drawn 
up with satin ribons. 

The plain linen in this instance is a dull, pale olive 
green and the chintz is in old yellows and dull greens 
and grays with the figures in black and white. 

This same design of a work bag could be carried out 
with the rounds covered with chintz in gay design, per- 
haps with a big rose in the center of each. 

Fig. 3 shows a very unusual work bag or scrap bag 
of chintz and linen. It is again shown in the photo of 
Mrs. Wilson at work. It has six side panels covered 
with chintz, sewn together and attached to a sexagonal 
base of cardboard and plain linen, to which is sewn a 
straight bag of plain linen drawn up with satin ribbons. 
The method of procedure is the same as described in 
figures 1 and 2. 

Fig. 4 shows an odd box in three-cornered shape cov- 
ered with quaint chintz with a brilliant peacock design. 

The chintz is basted over cardboard portions and sewn 
together over-and-over as described. It is lined with 
peacock blue sateen. 

Fig. 5 shows a round box covered with a gay, flowered 
chintz. It is made in the same fashion as the box in 
Fig. 1, save that the cover has no rim but is attached to 
the box by a hinge of ribbon. 

Fig. 6 shows another round box; but having a rim to the cover. h 
main box is covered with plain ecru linen; the top of the cover has an ecru 


The deep rim 
of the cover is reseda green linen making a striking effect. 

Fig. 7 shows a very odd work bag. There are eight oval side 
covered with rose chintz.

N the last page of this magazine is a re- 
production in colors, the first to be made 
public, of the winning design for tbe 
$100,000 high altar and baidachino which 
‘is to be erected under the sanctuary dome 
in the north apse of the new St. Louis 
Cathedral, and whicn, experts predi:t, 

will become world famous as an example of ecciesiasti- 

cat architecture. ’ 

The effort has been made to translate into terms of 
the color printer’s art an impression of the altar’s rich 
and minute Byzantine ornamentation and coloring, of 
its imposing aimensions—its height is that c a tive- 


story building—and of its splendor of gilt, mosaics and 


semi-precious stones. 

The author of the victorious design is George D. Ba- 
nett, architect of the Cathedral. Mr. Barnett was com- 
missioned to prepare two designs, one for the Gorham 
Co. of New York and the other for the Church Art Work 
Co. of Mount Vernon, N. Y. His designs, although en- 
tered anonymously so far as his authorship was con- 


cerned, were the only ones considered by the judges. 


The prize was won by the Gorham Co. The altar is the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. William C. McBride of 29 Washing- 
ton terrace, St. Louis. 

This altar will be the largest and most elaborate of 
the seven altars of the Cathedral, and before it will be 
performed the chief ecclesiastieal devotions of the St. 
Louis Diocese. It will consist of the altar proper and 
of towering canopy of marble, to which the technical 
name of baldachino is given. | 

The altar itself will be made of light Sienna marble,

The taber- 
nacle door will be of brass gilt, inlaid with amethysts, 
topazes and crystals, and the work surrounding the door 
is to be incrusted with pearl. lapis laguli and agates. 

The area of the main. central floor of the baldachino 
will be 361 square feet, its side dimensions being 19 feet 
each. From either side will extend semi-circular tran- 
septs with a radius of six feet, making the greatest width 
of the design at the stylobate 31 feet. The height from 
the sanctuary floor to the gilt cross on the summit of 
the baldachino’s dome will be 57 feet, or more than half 
the altitude of the great sanctuary dome under which it 
is to stand. 


The gnain dome and arches of the design will be sup- 
ported by 10 monolithic columns of such variegated 
marbles as red Verona, yellow Sienna, Alps green, Bre- 
cia violetta and Fiora de Pesco. The pillars will be two 
feet in diameter and 20 feet high, each weighing six 
tons. The bases of the columns will be of Trani, a 
leadish-yellow marble, and of goldenblack Oporto. Two 
similar columns will support each of the transepts. 


The entablatures, arches, pediments and other forms 
of the superstructure will be made of Trani, embellished 
with colored marbles, inlays, carvings and mosaics. The 
interior of the arches will be overlaid with rich mosaics. 


The language of church symbolism will be worked into 
the entire design, the plans in this respect having been 
approved by scholars learned in ecclesiastical art. The 
four columns supporting the transepts are symbolical of 
the Four Gospels, and capitals containing the emblems 
and statues of each evangelist. The pendentives are to

took place just outside of Allenville one day last August. 
Proctor is a big man, weighing around 185 pounds, and 
had been noted as a scrapper.

The opportunity came on circus day. Proctor and a 
host of his friends went up from Delta. The saloon 
keeper’s followers were careful not to give the Marshal 
cause to arrest them, but trouble was in the air and 
everybody sensed it. The only thing wanting was a 
casus belli and this was soon forthcoming. 

Somebody had driven an automobile to the circus and 
Proctor began tooting its horn. The owner of the car 
told Hull to ask him to desist. He did so and they quar- 
reled. Proctor dared the Marshal to lay aside his weap- 
ons and fight it out. The challenge was finally accepted, 
the men agreeing that, when it was over, the loser would 
shake hands with the winner and pay whatever fines 
were assessed. . 

Followed by a d of about 200, most of them Proc- 
tor’s friends, the Wo went to a spot outside the vil- 
lage, cleared off a place and stripped to their under- 


shirts, Hull having given his weapons to a man in the 


crowd. The physical difference between them was im- 
mediately apparent. Proctor towered above his boyish- 
looking opponent, his great muscles standing out in 
cords on his arms and shoulders. 

Quick as a rattlesnake Hull darted in, landing several 
well placed blows and receiving some stunning ones in 
return. For five or ten minutes they battled furiously 


‘before they rushed to a clinch. Proctor’s superior weight 


and strength told then and when they fell there was a 
cheer from the saloon keeper’s friends, for Proctor was 
on top. 

He did not stay there long. Hull rolled him over and 
got the superior position, only to lose it once more. 
For many minutes they struggled on the groun l. i 
was the battle of two fierce creatures whose only thought 
was to do-as much harm as possible. Finally Hull 
got a strangle hold and rolled Proctor over for the 
last time, working his free hand to the face with läcer- 
ating effect. 

At this moment. one of Proctor’s friends rushed up 
and kicked Hull in the side and face. Before he could 
do more damage, Proctor confessed himself whipped 
and Hull let him up. Pausing only long enough to re- 
ceive the proffered handshake of his adversary—who was 
manly enough to do the right thing—Hull made a dash 
for the man who had kicked him. The fellow ran, but 
Hull overtook him and knocked him down. He had 
begun to beat him when he himself collapsed from ex- 
haustion. | : . 

Both Proctor and Hull were “literally chewed up,” 
as a witness described it. Proctor's friends took him 
back to Delta in a wagon. Hull's wounds were dressed 
by Dr. E. E. Higdon, prominent in the law-and-order 
faction of Allenville and one of the Marshal’s stanchest 
supporters. 

A man of such 4 disposition could not help making 
enemies in Allenville, and Hull has plenty of such ene- 
mies. A faction sprang up in opposition to him. One 
member of it circulated a petition for the Village Coun- 
cil to remove him. A friend of Hull circulated another 
petition in his behalf and got many more signers. Noah

The main columns are 10 in number, this number typi- 
fying perfection. The rood arch and its companion in- 
terior arches will display the emblems of the twelve 
apostles, interwoven with the Byzantine symbol of im 
mortality—the peacock.

In the apex of the baldachino’s dome will be the 
ancient geometrical symbol of the Trinity, from which 
will radiate emblems representing the Seven Gifts of 
the Holy Ghost, combined with the conventional dove 
and the Greek lette:s, “Chi Rho,” the symbol of Christ, 
or of the Divine Word. . 

The structure will be of Byzantine style, to conform 
with the interior of the Cathedral, which was imitated 
from that of the famous Church of St. Sophia, in Con- 
stantinople, now a Mohammedan mosque. Its im- 
portance as a work of art will consist in the temperance 
with which modern taste has softened the vulgarity of 
ornamentation and the barbarousness of coloring which 
too often marred the work of Oriental artists.

TOWN MARSHAL HAS “WHIPPED” 150 MEN IN II MONTHS 


Young, the Mayor, head of the law-enforcement faction, 
stood resolutely by the Marshal, although one of the 
leaders of the opposing faction is the Mayor’s brother- 
in-law and one of the town’s wealthiest business men. 

The Methodist minister, the Rev. Mr. Ford; both the 
town’s leading doctors, J. S. Chapman, a saloon keeper, 
and half a dozen other prominent men of the town stood 
with him through it all. Happily for everybody con- 
cerned, Hull got the offer of the Night Marshal’s job 
at Oran at a much better salary before the matter came 
to an issue. 

A curious. thing about the situation at Oran is that 
the ministers and saloon keepers are working together 
for law and order. 

One Saturday night there were seven street fights in 
Oran. Next morning the Rev. Mr. Finley, pastor of 
the Metrodist Church, denounced the city administra- 
tion from the pulpit. He demanded that the officers 
keep order or resign. He sneered at the manbood which 
would permit such things to take place. 

Monday morning Phil Simpkins, wealthy saloon man 
and racehorse owner and a member of the Council, got 
Hull on the phone and offered him the job as Night 
Marshal. The Council repealed an ordinance which 
made a certain length of residence necessary and unani- 
mously appointed Hull, at three times the salary he got 
in Allenviile. In a communication to the Cape Girar- 
dean Republican, Dr. Higdon, writing from Allenville, 
declared this action of Oran had done more than any- 
thing else to justify the law-and-order faction of Al- 
lenville in standing by our fearless and competent, but 
needlessly abused Town Marshal.“ Higdon wrote that 
he understood several other towns were after Hul!’s 
services. 

Hull’s wife, a handsome young woman of 28 or 30, 
is not only his most loyal supporter, but shares his belief 
in his ability to take care of himself in every situation. 
She said the other day that she was sorry when he be- 
came Marshal of Allenville, but that she didn't beliove 
a wife should stand in her husband’s way when he is 
trying to do his duty. 

Don't you get nervous or worried when he gets 
mixed up in these fights?” she was asked. 

“Well, of course, I hate for him to be hurt, she uad. 
Then, with a smile of pride she added: “But I nevar 
worry about him not coming out on top.” 

In a general conversation with Hull a stranger is 
impressed by his many allusions to his doctor-preacher 
father, to whom he attributes all of his better personal 
qualities and whom he exempts from blame for all his 
peccadilloes. Others who know the old doctor, call him 
za fine, uo-standing man, who is ever ready to prescribe 
a pill or point the way of salvation, or get down from 
bis horse and point a moral with the prowess of his 
hands. ö 

Hull’s boyhood was spent among the restless youth 
of the mines. The father did not wish his sons to be 
handicapped by physical intimidation, so he taught them 
to take care of themselves with their own hands. He 
used to offer money prizes to Oscar and Oscar’s twin 
brother for the victor in boxing matches between them.

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= PROSECUTING LAND FRAUDS =: 


The Presidential Adventure of Put- 
ting Big and Rich Men in Jail, 
Including Two United States 

Senators and Two Great Bankers, 
One in New York and One in 
Chicago — Calming California. 


HERE were important and successful land 
fraud prosecutions in several Western 
states. Probably the most important were 
the cases prosecuted in Oregon by Francis 
J. Heney, with the assistance of William 
J. Burns, a secret service agent who at 
that time began his career as a great de- 
tective. It would be impossible to overstate the service 
rendered to the cause of decency and honesty of Messrs. 
Heney and Burns. Mr. Heney was my close and inti- 
mate adviser professionally and non-professionally, not 
only as regards putting a stop to frauds in the public 
lands, but in many other matters of vital interest to 
the republic. - : 

No man in the country has waged the battle for na- 
tional honesty with greater courage and success, with 
more whole-hearted devotion to the public good; and no 
nan has been more traduced and maligned by the wrong- 
doing agents and representatives of the great sinister 
forces of evil. He secured the conviction of various 
men of high. political and financial standing in connec. 
tion with the Oregon prosecutions; he and Burns be- 
haved with scrupulous fairness and propriety; but their 
services to the public caused them to incur the bitter 
“hatred of those who had wronged the public, and after 
I. left. office the national administration turned against 
them. 

One of the most conspicuous of the men whom they 
had succeeded in convicting was pardoned by President 
Taft—in spite of the fact that the presiding Judge, Judge 
Hunt, had held that the evidence amply warranted the 
conviction, and had sentenced the man to imprisonment. 
As was natural, the 146 land-fraud defendants in Ore- 
gon, who included the foremost machine political lead- 
ers in the State, furnished the backbone of the opposi- 
tion to me in the presidential contest of 1912. 

The opposition rallied behind Messrs. Taft and La Fol- 
lette; and although I carried the primaries handsomely, 
half of the delegates elected from Oregon under instruc- 
tions to vote for me, sided with my opponents in the na- 
tional convention—and as regards some of them I be- 
came convinced that the mainspring of their motive lay 
in the intrigue for securing the pardon of certain of the 
men whose conviction Heney had secured. - 

Land frauds and postoffice cases were not the only 
ones. We were especially zealous in prosecuting all of 
the “higher-up” offenders in the realms of politics and 
finance who swindled on a large scale. Special assistants 
of the Attorney-General, such as Mr. Frank Kellogg of 
St. Paul and various first-class Federal District Attor- 
neys in different parts of the country, secured notable 
results. Mr. Stimson and his assistants, Messrs. Wise, 
Denison and Frankfurter, in New York, for instance, in 
connection with the prosecution of the Sugar Trust and 
of the banker, Morse, and of a great metropolitan news- 
paper for opening its columns to obscene and immoral 
advertisements; and in St. Louis Messrs. Dyer and Nor-- 
toni, who, among other services, secured the conviction 
and imprisonment of Senator Burton of Kansas; and in 
Chicago Mr. Sims, who raised his office to the highest 
pitch of efficiency, secured the conviction of the banker, 
Walsh, and of tlre Beef Trust, and first broke through 
the armor of the Standard Oil Trust. 
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Japan and California

N the present state of the world’s progress 

: it is highly inadvisable that peoples in 

wholly different stages of civilization, or

But the Japanese themselves would not tolerate 
the intrusion into their country of a great mass 
of Americans who would displace Japanes: in 
the business of the land. I think they are en- 
tirely right in this position. ’ 

America has and must insist upon the same 
right. The people of California were right in 
insisting that the Japanese should not come 
thither in mass, that there should be no influx 

of laborers, of agricultural or small tradesmen—_ 
in short, no mass settlement or -immigration.

office.)

Exercise Machine Furnishes Light for Home 
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Have Your Old Walnuts 
Rejuvenated ! 


HE “rejuvenation” of old, dried- 
up walnuts has become so preva- 
lent in Frapce that American 
buyers will no longer pay the 

price that was formerly paid for the best 
nuts. In 1909 and 1910 the average price 
in the market of Grenoble was 115 francs 
for 100 kilos and the price of shelled nuts 
was 4 francs a kilo. This year the finest 
Dauphine nuts went begging at 110 francs 
and the average sales ranged from 80 
francs to 105 francs. 

The nut merchants have been soaking 
stale nuts in salt water and blanching 
them with sulphuric acid and diluted 
javelle water. This gives them all the 
appearance of fresh nuts, but leaves the 
flavor poor. The French Government is

How the New Tariff Stim- 


ulates Inventors 
S an illustration of the stimulus 
to improve manufacturing 
methods, especially in a me- 
chanical way, that has already 
been given to American manufactures by 
the reduction of the tariff, the American 
Machinist cites the following incident: 
“A few months ago a manufacturer ot 
a textile product anticipated the reduc- 
tion in the tariff rate; went to a machine 


designer and asked if his machines. could 
be improved or speeded up. At that time 


the looms were making 116 picks a min- 
ute on goods having about 250 picks per 
inch. After a few weeks of work the de- 
signer had a new machine running at 800 
picks per minute, was positive this rate 
could be increased to 1000, and believed 
it could be carried up to 1200.

Pupils who have learned a 
foreign language without any such as- 
sistance find out at once when they go 
abroad that they can with difficulty 
make themselves understood. 

We have many sounds in English that 
most foreigners find almost impossible to 
pronounce but that might easily be 
taught with the aid of a few carefully 
drawn diagrams and a mirror. Notable 
among these are our “th,” soft, as in 
“this,” and hard, as in “thick;” also our 
“eg” in such words as “spring,” “bang,” 
“length,” wrong.“ Our short u,“ as in 
nut“ and. “butter,” presents -insuperable 
races. 
Long we 22 as in „quite,“ „nice,“ „right,“ 
is rarely mastered by the tongues of 
Latin peoples, the nearest approach to it 
they are able to make being “ai.” And 
our W,.“ either alone or in the combina- 
tion “wh, ” as “why, ” “when,” is impos- 
sible to people who have no such sound 
in their native language. All these could 
be taught with a mirror and a chart.

Ness Dearborn, professor of 

physiology in Tufts Medical 
School has proposed the addition of a 
new one which he calls “kinesthesia,” or 
the “muscular sense.” It is through it, 
he says that we are conscious of the 
motions of our body and its parts. 

It is this kinesthesia, he thinks, that 
provides for the co-ordination of the 
parts of the brain which think and those 
vhich direct aetion. He has conducted 
experiments which, he says, convince him 
of the existerce of this sense. 

One ef these experiments was to blind- 
fold a person. A peneil was put into his 
hand and his fingers were guided over a 
simple tracing. The person was asked 
then to draw the diagram without ever 
having seen it. Those whe drew it most 
accurately were said to have the beat 
developed “museuler sense,” or the power 
of musevler control without being di- 
rected or aided by the eye. 1

delivered by Dr. Charles V. Chapin x‘ de 
School Hygiene Congress in Buffalo. For 
in it he asserted that very few cases of 
scarlet fever and dipbtheria were on- 
tracted at. school; the danger of infecticn 
by breathing in floating diphtheria germs 
derived from saliva deposited on the 
floors and woodwork is certainly nil; 
terminal disinfection after scarlet fever 
and diphtheria may safely be emitted, 
and there is po massive infection in 
schools. Such statements were diamet- 
rically opposed to all the principles of hy- 
gienne as taught today. 

In the Medieal Journal, Dr. J. T. Ans 
lie-Walker of New York makes a rignor- 
ous reply to Dr. Chapin and quetes many 
of the best authorities to preve that

HE remarkable inaugural address 

: of Sir Oliver Lodge as president 
of the British Association for 

the Advancement of Science, has 

called attention to the fact that there 
are many things around us of which our 
present senses take no cognizance. All 
eur knowledge of material things is de 
rived directly or indirectly through our 
senses, which have therefore been called 
“the gateways ef knowledge.” Of these 
the number is generally supposed te be 


five—sight, hearing, smell, taste and 
touch. But a careful analysis ef ovr 


sensations has led modern physiologists 
and psychologists to the belief that there 
are two more senses or gateways whic? 
enable us to receive ideas which could 
not be conveyed through any of those of 
the orthedox list. They are the sense 
of heat or temperature and the sense of

physiologists now call it. 

ft is a strange fact that the latter 
sense was first indicated by its absence 
in certain individuals. Take a person 
in whom this sense is defective, blind- 
fold him, or place his hand behind his 
back and give him some fragile article 
to hold and the chances are that he will 
either drop it or crush it-—gemerally the 
latter. In some persons this sense attains 
such a high degree of delicacy that they 
are enabled to adjust with astonishing 
accuracy the precise degree of muscular 
effort or force required in any given act.
